DEATHBLOW TO THE TRAIN-ROBBING 
INDUSTRY, 


High Explosives Used with All the Arts 


of the Cracksman Make No Impression | 


on Steet Car Doors and Express Safes 

New Inventions Tust Are Satisfactory 
to Express Messengers—Belief That the 
Railroad Highwayman Will Find His 
Occupation Gone. 


When the possibilities of dynamite ieee to 
be pretty well understood train robbers and 
bank burglars fancied they were on the high 
road to prosperity. A stick of the powerful 
explosive placed against a car door would in- 
sure an entrance to the car and another small 
cartridge would open up the safe in short 
order if the express messenger could _not be 
induced to save the highwaymen the trouble. 
Bank safes of a few years ago also yielded 
readily to the influence of dynamite as is evi- 
denced by successful burglaries now. It will 
be found that every safe successfully operated 
on is of an old pattern. But just now the safe 
makers and the express companies are a little 
ahead. 

A series of experiments, lasting nearly six 
hours, made last Wednesday at u lonely spot 
in South Englewood by the United States Ex- 
press company convinced the officials that 
they had found ample protection against train 
robbers. The experiments. were made with 
dynamite upon a bullet and dynamite proof 
car door just patented by James W. Donnell 
and upona new burglar proof safe in the 
presence of a party of fourteen express of- 
ficials, bankers, safe makers, and detectives, 
including C. H. Crosby, Vice-President of the 
United States Express company; Col. Byrnes, 
detective for the United States Express com- 
pany; Mr. Hinkley of the firm of Hinkley & 
Tilden, bankers, No. 502 West Madison 
street; R. 1. Allen, Assistant General Mana- 
ger of the Rock Island. railroad; and J. W. 
Donnell, the inventor of the new car door. 


Pounds of Dynamite Ineffectyually Used. 


Several pounds of dynamite in heavy 
charges were used altogether upon the car 
door, but it failed to produce any marked 
effect. Three and a half pounds were used 
first and last upon the safe without opening 
it. At the end of the six hours every one in 
the party was convinced that full protection 
against train robbers had been found. That 
is to say, the door and the safe would with- 
stand as large charges of dynamite as train 
robbers would dare use for as long a time as 
they would dare spend. 

We are always trying to keep ahead of 
train robbers,” said Vice-President Crosby 
yesterday. “It is a continual struggle for 
supremacy, but I think we are decidedly 
ahead just now. Those experiments last 
Wednesday were made upon an old freight 
car furnished by the Rock island road. The 
new feature of the experiments was a burgiar- 
proof door, the invention of James W. Don- 
nell. Inthe robbery we had on the Lake 
Shore at Kessler two robbers blew a big 
hole in the door with dynamite, then, 
jumping "in through the hole, held up 
the messenger. Now to prevent that 
occurring again Mr. Donnell, an old 
friend of mine, got up a door protected on 

each side by plates of boiler iron three. 
eighths of an v wen thickly studded with

succeeded in making a small fracture at the 
lower right-hand corner not large enough for 

a cat to crawl through. It is positively cer- 
tain that train robbers cannot blow a hole 
through that door unless they have unlimited 
time, which, of course, they never have. I 
have no doubt that we will equip all our ¢ars 
with these doors as fast as it can be done. Of 
course the goods piled along the wall would 
afford protection from bullets in parts of the 
car away from the door. The timbers of this 
abandoned car were rotten, sol think, consid- 
ering how well it withstood the shocks of the 
dynamite, our strong new cars would be safe 
enough for practical purposes. The old car 
was torn to bits in the experiments on the 
safe. 

A Safe That Deties High Explé@sives. 

The next experiments made were upon a 
safe. It was a new fire and burglar proof 
safe 42 inches high, 30 inches wide, and 28 
inches deep. We exploded altogether threo 
and one-half pounds of dynamite, the 
charges being eight ounces, except the first 
two, which were four ounces. The dynamite 
used ran up as high as 90, per cent pure, 
which is too dangerous for train-robbers to 
handle. The total net result was to tear off 
the outer shell. The inner steel chamber was 
as good as when we began. We now know 
that the burglar-proof safes we have on our 
trains are secure against train-robbers for 
two reasons: First, the robbers cannot open 
them with small charges of dynamite; second, 
if they use large charges they will blow the 
car and every one around to pieces. The safe 
blown open on the Lake Shore was not burg- 
lar- proof; it was only fire-proof. We placed 
the charges as an expert cracksman would 
and tamped them with fire clay. 

„The first charge used on the safe was four 
ounces. It was placed over the lock. It 
blew a hole through to the burglar proof 
plate seven inches in diameter. The second 
charge was four ounces placed in the hole 
made by the first. It blew off the front of 
the fireproof casing. The third charge, eight 
ounces, we placed at the lower left hand cor- 
ner of the door. It blew off the fireproof 
angle and blew a hole through the side of the 
fireproof casing. The fourth charge, eight 
ounces, was — 5 at the center of the door 
crack. It drove the door in one inch for a 
distance of four inches. The fifth charge, 
eight ounces, was placed at the lower right 
hand corner. It had no effect at all. The 
sixth charge, eight ounces, was placed where 
the third had been. It drove the door in an 
eighth of an iach for a distanee of three 
inches. For the seventh charge we split an 
eight inch cartridge and tamped the pieces in 
the center of the door crack with fire clay. It 
spread the jamb one-quarter of aninch. The 
eighth charge split the upper right hand 
angle.

GEAR LEADING ALL CANDIDATES, 


Opponents Agree upon a Plan for 
Holding Their Forces Together. 


Des Mornes, Ia., Jan. 5.—[{Special.|—Gear 
is leading at a handsome pace in the Sen- 
atorial fight. Every one concedes that to- 
night. It has been admitted from the outset 
that he would bave the largest number of 
votes at the start, but no one, unless it may be 
some of the most sanguine Gear men, believes 
he will have enough votes to secure the nomi- 
nation on the first ballot. 

A close observer today put the situation in 
this wise: Gear is the man who will make

the rushes and the other fellows will all spar 
for an opening, hoping that his strength will 
not hold out,”’ 

That is about the scheme the anti-Gear 
forces have decided upon. 

This evening it was agreed that each candi- 
date should line up his forces by Congres- 
sional districts, and that the different candi- 
dates should not attenipt to gain any votes for 
themselves out of the district in which any 

other of the anti-Gear candidates lives. In 
this way it is hoped they can prevent any dis- 
integration which might possibly add to the 
Gear column, It has been agreed also that in 
regard to the districts where there are no can- 
didates the other candidates shall pool their 
issues, and when one of them cannot get a 
vote they will help some other man to get it, 
always keeping in mind that if possible it 
shall be kept away from Gear, and so it ap- 
pears to be the field against Gear. . 

In spite of this, however, the Gear men are 
confident tonight. Col. Root of Keokuk, who 
is one of the strong Gear men, said the fight 
would be between Gear, Hepburn, and Per- 
kins, and he thought it would soon narrow 
down to Gear and Hepburn and Gear would 
win. On the other hand, the Perkins men 
claim if it does narrow down to Gear, Hep- 
burn, and Perkins the chances are that Mr. 
Perkins will be the winner. 


Forecasting the Balloting. : 

A leading Perkins man said tonight he 
thought Stone would be the first man out of 
the field. When he quit his f forces 


two votes for Hepburn. By that time, 
thought, Mr. Cummins’ chances would be 
gone and his forces would go to Perkins and 
Hepburn, the bulk of them going to Perkins. 
This would narrow the battle down to Gear, 
Perkins, and Hepburn, and he figured that

The move to line up the members according 
to district lines may bring him into the Hep- 
burn camp to stay, however. A prominent 
Senator from the Eighth District said hg be- 
lieved there was no question that Hepburn 
would be in the fight at the finish. He said 
the members from the west end of the dis- 
trict especially would. not leave bim. They 
were for him now, he said, and they would be 
for him six years hence if he failed this time. 
They could have nothing to gain by leaving 
him and they would not do so. 

It is charged by some of the Hepburn men 
that the Gear men are trying to break their 
forces, anda report was in circulation this 
evening that a prominent Gear leader had ap- 
proached one of the managers of another 
candidate and offered to help secure one of 
the Hepburn men for the other candidate. 
The offer, it is alleged, was refused, and at 
once the opposition to Gear set about con- 
solidating the supporters of each of the anti- 
Gear candidates by Congressional districts 
and making a united effort to dispute the 
neutral ground where there are no candidates 
with the Gear men. 

At the various Senatorial headquarters to- 
night there was considerable activity. The 
Gear men were alert and seemed hopeful. 
Mr. Gear himself said the fight would be be- 
tween himself, Mr. Hepburn, and Mr, Per- 
kins, and he was confident he would be suc- 
cessful. No one about the Gear headquarters 
would make any figures tonight, though they 
said they would be ready to make them by 
Sunday. A Gear man, however, said they 
expected to have at least forty votes on the 


first ballot and they might get forty- 
two. This, he said, was figuring 
upon the situation as it is 
tonight, and he intimated that it 


was quite possible there might be changes 
enough between now and the night of caucus 
to give the nomination to Gear on the first 
ballot.

They are anxious to have the Hepburn 
column remain intact, and the same seems to 
be the wish of al) the candidates who are after 
Gear’s scalp. 

The Perkins folks were in a hopeful frame 
of mind also, They are sure their man is the 
logical candidate in case Gear is not nomi- 
nated as early as the third ballot. Mr. Per- 
kins arrived tonight and will take an active 
part in the battle from this out. 

The Lacey and Stone men are not saying 
niveh, but they are each hopeful that in the 
general mix-up when the climax is reached 
they may succeed in picking up enough votes 
to carry them through. 

No one has shown up in the interest of 
Farmer Coffin as yet, and no one seems to 
know whether he will be here or not. His 
eandidacy is not considered seriously by any 
of the other candidates, and some of them 
claim it is simply to open the way for a boom 
for Dolliver in the future. How the Dolliver 
interests can be furthered by Coffin’s candi- 
dacy is hardly comprehensible. 

The question of an early caucus has been 
under discussion this afternoon. The Gear 
men want an early caucus. They are ready 
for the fray and would like to have it. over as 
early as possible.

OLD-TIMERS FLOCK TO DES MOINES. 


Seventeen Railroads Carrying People to 
Iowa's Capital- The Town and Its People. 


Des Mores, Ia., Jan. 5. —[Special.]— 
Seventeen railroads pass through and center 
in the ‘capital of Iowa. The stranger here 
is under the impression that each road has 
brought in a contingent from every county in 
the State. For four years the Democracy 
has held the State-House, and naw there is 
about to bea change. Next week the Repub- 
licans return to the places which they held 
uninterruptedly for so many years, and that 


| fact is bringing out a great many of the old- 


timers who have not been away from home 
since Boies was inaugurated Governor the 
first time. The citizens of Des Moines are 
taking advantage of the event to show their 
town. 

One of the first things a stranger is told is 
that Des Moines was never a boom town. It 
just sprouted at the forks of the Des Moines 
and Raccoon Rivers anywhere near 1845, and 
in spite of droughts. panics, pestilence, fam- 
ine, rivalry, and politics it has kept right 
on growing. Sometimes.the gait was slower 


still. Any man who doubts it is satisfied. 
Population? Well, make it 75,000. We may 
have about 749 more than that, but make it 
even figures.“ And then the stranger is told 
how the progress of the town has been made in 
ten-year gallops. That is to say, every ten 
years it has shown an increase of about 
10.000. 

The stranger begins his walks about town 
by going to the confluence. That is the point 
where the waters of the Des Moines and the 
Raccoon meet on their restless rush to the 
sea, kindly assisted by the Mississippi. In 
the wayback days this confluence was known 
as Coon fork, and itis still so called by the 
old settlers, but upon the hills where society 
is right up to date it is called the confluence. 

A fort stood at the confluence ia Indian 
times and the war records show that Fort Des 
Moines was a garrison of some importance 
in early times. The whites who came to this 
section then located near the fort for protec- 
tion, and thus the town took root. Until a 
few years ago thé ruins of an old saw-mill 
and some weather beaten buildings marked 
the spot where the troops used to muster.

Des ‘Moines’ Trade Mark a Buffalo Head. 

Every town which claims to be a city has 
some sort of a trade mark. That of Des 
Moines is the buffalo head, for here, at the 
base of these hills when the plain was an 
island, there came great herds of buffalo and 
as late as 1849 there was a grand buffalo hunt 
right here where you now stand, the. rank 
thistle nodded in the wind and the wild fox dug 
his hole unscared,’’ The buffalo became the 
patron saint, so to speak, of the town, The 
Dubuque and Burlmgton man will say that 
when the first church was built in Des Moines 
one of the vestry moved to put a buffalo head 
on the roof of the building instead of a steeple. 
But Dubuque and Burlmgton have always 
been jealous of Des Moines. Many of the cit- 
izens.of Des Moines wear buffalo fur on the 
collars and cuffs of their coats. 

The Capital City of the State is now modern 
in every respect. In its buildings, public and 
private, always excepting its city hall, it can 
show up with many of the older and weathier 
capitals of Eastern States. 

If the stranger whois shown the eight and ten 
story office structures and the opera-houses 
and hotels and carriage stands and other met- 
ropolitan evidences id intimate 
that Des Moinos lo 
that the atmosphere of the piace, thick with 
coal soot, ought to convince him. The town 
is built on a soft coal mine, Every inhabit- 
ant of the town could mine his own coal if he 
wanted to. Everybody burns it and it is so 
cheap the 400 of the city refuse to use it. 
The result is a black cloud which hangs over 
the town day and night and the people’s faces 
It is a matter of pride with 
Des Moines people that they can get more 
soot on their garments than can the people ot 


Chicago. 
Divisions of the Town. 


The town is divided into the East Side, 
West Side, Old East Fort Des Moines, and 
Old South Fort Des Moines. These various 
divisions are reached by an electric street 
car system which centers at the city hall. 
Three times a day this center presents a pe- 
culiar sight. In the morning all the cars of 
each line arrive at this point to empty their 
passengers. At noon the people go to the 
center to.take the cars for home, for every- 
body in Des Moines who has a home eats 
dinner between noon and 1 p. m. In the

evening the center is again crowded with 
people who are homeward bound after the 
business of the day is over. 

The town has a commercial exchange, to 
which every stranger is invited. There the 
story of the town’s progress from Coon Fork 
to the day of the call is shown, dilated upon, 
and glorified, The members of this exchange 
meet once a month at a luncheon, at which 
they renew their allegiance to Des Moines. 

The city has a park system, but no monu- 
ments. However, if one goes to the State- 
House he will see the model of a soldiers’ 
monument which will soon shoot upward 
from some spot to commemorute the valor of 
the unreturning braves who went out ip the 
day of the country’s peril. An appropriation 
of $100,000 has been made for the work and 
a hole has already been made in the sum, As 
soon as tne site has been selected the work 
will begin. 

The Des Moines River is at present rather 
an insignificant stream. But there was a time 
when it was navigable. Of course that state 
of things can never return, but.if it were 
necessary the people of Des Moines say that 
with the aid of a government appropriation 
they could furnish enough water to move the 
wheels of commerce of every State. 

Standing on Cupitol Hill looking south of the 
Capito! Building the stranger sees the black- 
ened ruins of what was once the old State- 
House.

BRITISH NAVY TO BE AUGMENTED, 


The Admiralty Orders Many Warships 
BuilteFrance Not Behind. 
Lonpon, Jan. 6.—The Daily News says this 
morning: ˖ 
The Admiralty has made ample provision 
fully maintain the strength of the navy and to 
keep the dock -yards employed, including four 
first-class warships similar to the Majestic and 
Magnificent, each costing about a million, of 
about 15,000 tons,.and large coal capacity.

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CHEROKEE BOND SALE 


AN IMMENSE DEAL MADE THROUGH 
A4 OBIOAGO FIRM. 


The Amount Is $6,640,000, a Large Por- 
tion of Which, It Is Said, Will Find Its 


Cities to the West=—The Purchase Was 
Made for the Astors - Ex-Secretary 
Noble Tells of the Cherokees’ Financial 


Shrew ness, 

A firm of local brokers yesterday succeeded 
in buying $6,640,000 worth of gold bonds 
from the Cherokee Nation for the Astors of 
New York. James E. McElroy, who, in com- 
pany with William B. Hord, a New York bond 
lawyer, has been for two weeks at Talequah. 
the capital of the Cherokee Nation, tele- 
graphed his brother Robert L. McElroy yes- 
terday that the deal had been closed. This is 
the second largest sale of securities that has 
been made in many years. The largest pre- 
vious to this was the sale of brewery bonds 
which included the transfer of St. Louis 
breweries to an English syndicate. ä 

The Indian Council has already accepted 
the $100,000 for accrued interest on the 
bonds and the remainder of the money is to 
be paid as soon as the United States Treasury 
Department can issue the securities. The sale 
of the bonds, the brokers claim, will exert a 
good influence in Chicago business circles. 

Thomas J. Hurley Talks. 

Thomas J. Hurley, who has charge of the 
loan department for James E. and Robert L. 
McElroy, in speaking of the deal said: 

A large portion of this money will go to Chi- 
cago, St. Louis, and Kansas City nierchants, who 
have been carrying merchants in the Cherokee 
Nation for the last two years. Chica I sup- 
pose, will get at least one-fourth of this amount. 

We have been, acting for R. T. Wilson & Co., 
bankers, No. 33 Wall street, New York. We are 
not authorized to say that the deal is made for 
the Astors, but, as Mr. Wilson is a son-in-law of 
the Astors, you can draw your own conclusion. 
The sale of the bonds as it has been made will be 
beneficial in many ways. Had the bonds been 
placed on sale with banking Houses in small por- 
tions they would have withdrawn money from 
circulation. In this way, however. the whole 
amount comes from the East and eventually the 
money will reach the trade. 

The bonds represent. the last four annual 

yinents due t Cherokee Nation by the 

nited States Government, running for a pe- 
riod of three years, from 1895 to 1898. 
They bear 4 per cent interest. Owing to the 
short term in which the bonds expire the gov- 
ernment was obliged to pay 4 per cent, in- 
stead of 3 per cent as customary on 
loans of twenty years or more, which are 
more desirable for investors. 

The bonds were issued to pay for lands pur- 
chased from the Cherokee Nation, which are 
located west of the Arkansas River and 
known as the Cherokee Strip. , 

Financiers Compete.

Ex-Secretary Noble Talks. 


The St. Louis Globe-Democrat of Dec. 29 
contains the following interview with ex-Sec- 
retary John W. Nodle in reference to the 
bonds. He said: 

I have not made a study of the act un ‘er which 

bonds were issued, it having been passed 
after the expiration of my term as Secretary of 
rior. The reason that the bonds were is- 
the Cherokee 82 not by the 
United States Government. r. is that the 
payment for the strip was to be made in install 
ments. These bonds are virtually a transfer of 
those installments, this enabling Cherokee 
Nation to obtain immediate possession of the 
proceeds, while the holders of the bonds receive 
the payments, standing in the place the Cherokee 
Nation would have done had they not disposed of 
the bonds. 

As to why they were issued in that way I don't 
know. There isa company of gentlemen in con- 
trol of affairs with relation to the Indian Terri- 
tory which is composed of expert but somewhat 

uliar financiers. Upon the one hand, the 
nited States Government could have borrowed 
the money in tho first place at 244 per cent inter- 
est and paid for the lands in cash, rather than 
issue these bonds, which are, to all intents and 
purposes, United States bonds, and pay 4 per 
cent interest on them. Why this interest char 
should be doubled I do not know. Upon the 
other hand, the Cherokee Nation is prosper- 
ous, every member of it has all the land he wants, 
and enough income is already received to guar- 
antee a livelihood to every one. Why that nation 
could not well afford to hold these bonds and 
draw this interest I do not know. 

All that I da know is that the men who occupy 
the offices there—many of whom are from fifteen- 
sixteenths to thirty-one-thirty-seconds white 
have demonstrated that they are possessed of 
great practical financial statecraft. It has been 
the policy of the United States to pay the Indians 
in annuities, thus prevénting them from m- 
ing paupers upon public and private bounty. but 
in this instance the provisions of the act author- 
izing the purchase made it possible to frustrate 
thif purpose. When I was Secretary of the Inte- 
rior it will be remembered that I found the Cher- 
okees leasing lands that belonged to the United 
States Government and realizing from $30,000 
to $40,000 a year from them; and there has al- 
ways n trouble with our financial dealings 
with that class of men who are poor Indians 
when land is to be bought and white men when 
payment is to be made.

SENATOR VILAS ON THE ROSTER CASE. 


He Tells of the Cancéliation of the Con- 
tract on Hig Opinion. 

Mapisox, Wis., Jan, 5.—[Special.]—Sen- 
tor William F. Vilas was subjected to a vigor- 
ous course of pumping by the attorneys in 
the “roster contract case for three hours 
this evening. His deposition was taken be- 
fore Court Commissioner R. B. Smith. Sen- 
ator Vilas testified that the first he

ill-favored about the matter and remarked to 
a visitor at his home thafit looked bad.“ 
He set about to look up the law on the sub- 
ject and before the eveninghad ended wrote a 
letter to E. C. Wall of Milaukee, telling him 
that Gov. Peck would be in Milwaukee the 
next day on his road to thé World's Fair and 
admonishing him te see — : 

On the morning of May the Governor, by 
telephone, asked Senator Vilas to come to his 
office. Vilas asked to see he cuntract, read 
it, and noted that there no stipulation as 
to the number of copies offered. The Gov- 
ernor said 15,000 sets had been ordered and 
that he thought from what Adjutant-General 
Doe said that 25,000 or more sets would be 
required, 

The Governor said Attorney-General O' Con- 
nor had given him an opiniog on the validity 
of the contract. This opinic was also pro- 
cured. Vilas noticed that thé Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s opinion said nothing about the consti- 
tutionality of the law of 1887, under which 
the contract was given. Pirate Secretary 
Clark told him that Senator Bashford had 
given an opinion to a client, Dow Bros., who 
ad vanced money on the contraet, on the law’s 
constitutionality. Vilas udsted to see this 
opinion also, and Senator ford himself 
brought it to the Govdnor’s office. 
Vilas had Bashford tead _ 
him, and then took it and fead it himself, 
and ** pondered over it some minutes.“ He 
told Bashford that his opinion was guarded. 
but did not think that the auhorities cited 
in it were sufficient. Bashford admitted that 
he did not formulate his opinipn carefully. 
After wéighmg all these opigions Senator 
Vilas said that he told the Governor that 
he felt convinced that law 
of 1887 was unconstitutional gnd that the 
Governor had no rightful autha@ity to make 
that contract. Senator Vilas teplied to a 
request of the Governor for advice. There 
is but one thing to do, Governor, You ought 
to cancel the contract and not attempt any 
execution of the law of 1887.“ 

The Governor was satisfied with Senator 
Vilas’ advice and immediately acted upon it. 
Under Vilas’ dictation a notice wa written to 
Manager McFail of the Times naiifying him 
that the contract was cut off, and also a no- 
tice was written for pubiieation to 
the effect that on account of seri. 
ous doubts as to the cénstitution- 
ality of the law of 1887 the Gofernor had 
determined to cancel the contréet. Up to 
this time, Vilas said, he had neverbeard that 
any money. bh been received from any 
source on the strength of the contract. He 
has no clear recollection of ever @nversing 
either before or since May 8 withany other 
defendants in the case.

Over 500 panes of giass were shattered. No 
person was injured. 


THEY LAUGH AT THE CHIEF OF POLICE. 


Evanston People Smiling Touching a Re- 
port Made as to Closed Saloons. 

Acting under orders of the City Council of 
Evanston Chief of Police John Carney has 
made a personal investigation as to 
the number of saloons running  with- 
in the four-mile limit. He declares 
that intoxicating liquors are not sold within u 
radius of four miles of the Northwestern 
University. This report he made to the City 
Council and it has created a great deal of 
merriment at the Chief’s expense. It is 
said there are at least six 
saloons runni wide open within 
a short distance of the university. Ald. Mer- 
rick has taken it upon himself to investigate 
the matter, and issaid to have located eight 
saloons in full operation. Action will be 
taken on the matter at the next meeting of 
the City Council.

The Public Service committee of the Board 
of County Commissionérs met yesterday after- 
noon. Several communications were re- 
ceived, one of them in relation to the im- 
minent danger of a serious fire at the County 
Hospital on account of the electric 
wires that run throughout the institution. 
The Superintendent of Public Service was in- 
structed to examine the system of wiring and 
to report at once an estimate of the repairs 
necessary.

THE POLICY OF INFAMY AGAIN AT WORK 

At the eleventh hour ex-Queen Liliuokalani 
has changed her mind. She has informed 
Minister Willis that she will grant amnesty 
to all who took part in the revolution by 
which she was deposed. This is magnanimous, 
to be sure. Further, she will engage to carry 
out all the contracts which the provisional 
government has made., Stili further, she will 
govern strictly under the Constitution which 
she’ trampled upon, and professes she will be 
guided by the counsels of those whose char- 
acter will be a guaranty of their correct 
course in public affairs. This is the outcome 
of the communication of Minister Willis to 
the provisional government} under instruc- 
tions brought by the Corwin, that he should 
convey to President Dole the desire of the 
administration for him to step down and out 
and make room for the restoration of royalty. 

The administration now has played its last 
card. It has expressed its desire and as such 
it may be regarded as a formality, which, 
having been tendered, leaves the administra- 
tion free from any further responsibility and 
the Queen at liberty to reascend the throne 
if she can. There is no danger, however, 
that she will attempt that hazardous feat. It 
would have been easier of performance had 
she accepted the terms offered her when the 
conspiracy was a secret and the people of this 
country were not aware of what was going on 
in the diplomatic closet. It is now too late. 
The provisional government has been recog- 


nized by the administration in the strongest. 


possible and most friendly terms, the Presi- 


dent going to the extent of addressing Presi- 


dent Dole as his great and good friend 
and expressing a wish for the prosperity of 
the islands under the new government. It 
has been recognized by the representatives of 
all other governments. The friendly senti- 
ments of the people of this country have been 
made manifest in an extraordinary manner, 
and the bare possibility that the’ administra- 
tion would use its power in any way, morally 
or physically, to replace the dissolute Queen 
on the throne aroused a whirlwind of indig- 
nation. President Cleveland has recognized 
the voice of the people and relegated the 
whole business to Congress, leaving the re- 
sponsibility of further action with that body. 

Meanwhile the provisional government of 
Hawaii has strengthened itself. It has a 
strong armed force, police and military, Its 
leaders are ready to fight to the last and the 
administration at Washington only can re- 


store the Queen by force, which would bean 


act of war against a friendly government al- 
ready recognized by it. The instructions 
sent by the Corwin to Minister Willis, after 
the matter was placed in the hands of Con- 
gress, area fresh insult to that body. Any 
action pending the investigation of the Ha- 
walian matter by Congress is an impertinence 
calling for sharp and severe rebuke, If the 
President continues to carry out his policy of 
infamy and attentpts to employ force and 
usurp the authority of the legislative body 
then Congress must interpose its own author- 
ity and impeach him for the violation of the 
Constitution, of his oath of office, and of the 
laws. The provisional government will be 
justified in defending itself resolutely, in re- 
fpsing to obey the instructions sent to Willis, 
and in relying upon Congress and the Ameri- 
can people to respect its rights and to de. 
mand that force shall not be used in terms 
which shall be understood at the White 
House. The President now has gone as far 
in this business as the people of this country 
will tolerate and the provisional government 
need have no fear of force. The use of force 
now reste with Congress and that body will 
not employ it. At the same time the delivery 
of the instructions now makes it all the more 
imperative that both Houses of Congress shall 
expedite the pending investigation. 


' BYNUM GETS HIS ANSWER. 

The employés of an Indianapolis woolen 
mill sent to their Representative, Mr. Bynum, 
a petition to be presented to Congress. In 
that petition they begged Congress not to 


pass the Wilson bill, because it would either 


throw them out of work entirely or cut their 
wages down to about the same rate as that 
paid in Europe—a rate with which they were 
familiar, as many of them had worked there. 
And the petitioners said in conclusion: 

We desire to inform you that if we are thus de- 
prived of our means of earning a livelihood, or if 
we are obliged to work for reduce, wages, we 
will hold those responsible who vote for the bill, 
and we hereby assert most positively that, irre- 
spective of former party affiliations, we will vote 
and work against the election of any member 
who will favor a bill that will cause such distress 
to the laboring classes. 

As many, if not most, of these signers had 
votéd for Bynum they supposed naturally 
that he would treat their petition with some 
respect. Instead of that he wrote to them to 
the effect that he was convinced that this pe- 
tition was not their voluntary act,“ but that 
they had been coerced by their employers, 


who were engaged in the cruel work of 


threatening their employés with a reduction 
of wages or a loss df employment should the 
proposed measure become a law.“ Then Mr. 
Bynum went on to observe that—

WHEAT CROPS AND MARKETS, 

The three principal primary wheat markets 
of the world are Chicago, Minneapolis, and 
Duluth, the official figures for the latter 
taking account of the receipts at Superior 
City. Stated in round millions of bushels 
they received 123% last year, against 169 in 


1892, and an average of 127 for each of the 


last five years. As the average crop of the 
United States for that period was 485, the 
three points named received about one-quarter 
of it. Their receipts wore much more than 
25 per cent of the total that was moved out of 
the counties in which the wheat was growa, 
the greatest strictly home“ requirement 
being for seed for the next crop. If the pro- 
duction of the Pacific coast were omitted from 
the count, the proportion of wheat grown East 
of the Rocky Mountains handled at the three 
points would be still larger than for the whole 
conntry. 

The receipts at the three points for last year 
were nearly 30 percent less than those of 
1892 and 12 per cent less than the total for 
1891. This is in approximate accordance 
with the statistics of production for the year 
previous to that in which the crop is mar- 
keted. The cropof last year was about 20 
per cent less than that of 1892 and 33 per 
cent less than the bumper crop of 1890, when 
some 612,000,000 bushels were estimated 
officially to have been grown in the United 
States, and many believed the actual yield 
considerably exceeded those figures. A close 
correspondence could not be more than fortu- 
itous, as it is well known that the bulk of our 
winter wheat crop matures in June and of the 
spring wheat in August, so that a large pro- 
portion of the crop is sent to market in 
the same calendar year in which it is 
grown. The fact is the figures for the re- 
ceipts of the crop of last year are even less 
favorable to active trade than the above show- 
ing. The receipts at all the primary points in 
the West for the last six months of 1893 were 
little more than 60 per cent as large as those 
for the corresponding time in 1892. But 
there is some reason to believe that the move- 
ment to the smaller class of interior mills was 
larger in proportion, they having put out 
more flour than before, and parties who 
watch the trade closely think the offerings of 
this product abroadihave had far more to do 
with keeping down prices for our wheat in 
Western Europe than has the cffering of 
wheat by Russia, which generally is thought 
to be the one great cause of the current de- 
pression of prices in the United Kmgdom. 

The big visible supply of wheat, now ex- 
ceeding 80 million bushels, sometimes is re- 
ferred to as proving that there must be a mis- 
take in the official estimates of latest wheat 
yield, But it should be remembered in this 
connection that barely one-fifth of that total 
is accumulated from the crop of 1893, and 
that an indeterminate portion of it is grain 
that some well posted folks think is poorer in 
quality than the grade to which it nominally 
belongs. Hence buyers for milling let it 
alone when they can purchase wheat which 
has not gone through the process of being 
lifted up from No. 4 to No. 2 by a speedy 
passage through the cleaning mills that now 
form an essential part of not a few elevators. 
The warehousemen who hold this wheat 
are virtuously indignant when anybody refers 
to it as not equal in quality to the best, but 
the fact is there all the same, and a considera- 
ble part of the severe depression in prices for 


several months past may be ascribed more 
justly to the activity of this cleaning feature 
of the business than to the speculative action

The one thing necessary to do this is money 
money with which to help actual destitution 
without delay and money with which to pro- 
vide work and pay for it. Already charitable 
men and women and various city organiza- 
tions are at work doing what they can, but 
they can only reach a portion of the destitute. 
They all must be cared for, and to accom- 
plish this all should bear a partin the work, 
leaving it to the Central Relief Association, 
which has.the necessary machinery in opera- 
tion, to disburse the money in the right di- 
rections. One day’s contribution of the kind 
proposed would enable the association to take 
care of the poor and unemployed for many 
weeks to come so that no one will suffer. 

The proposition is eminently practical. 
Nothing more simple and direct could have 
been devised. The day's contribution can be 
made through the various business organiza- 
tions or the money or check can be sent direct 
to Lyman J. Gage, First National Bank. No 
special day has been named, though perhaps 
it would have been better to select one. He 
gives twice, however, who gives quickly, and 
now that the appeal has been made let it be 
today’s or tommorrow's wages. Let every one 
have a hand in this work of mercy and let 
Chicago set an example for other cities strug- 
gling with the relief problem.

THE BEAUTIES OF DEMOCRACY. 

In December, 1887, President Cleveland 
informed Congress that the excess of revenue 
over expenditure for the year was fifty-five 
millions and that the total surplus would be 
about $140,000,000 by the following June. 
The existence of this large surplus in the 
Treasury distressed the Democrats greatly. 
They said that it ought to be in the pockets of 
the people. That surplus is no longerin the 
Treasury but is where the Democrats wanted 
it to be. Yet they are dissatisfied and ask 
what has become of the large sum which 
Cleveland turned over to Harrison. 

Not only has the surplus gone but there has 
been a deficiency of revenue of thirty-seven 
ee during the last six months, although 
the protective duties of the McKinley law are 
still in force. Nevertheless the Demoeratic 
administration has a bill before Congress to 
cut down the duties and reduce the revenues 
by seventy million dollars, thus creat a 
deficit of more than a hundred 2 a 
year, while the hard times last, unless the 
bill causes greatly increased importations. 
But these importations will cause the dis- 
charge of still more of the workers in pro- 
tected industries who voted for Cleveland and 
a change and a Democratic Congress.

Indianapolis Journal: The government should 
borrow money. The Secretary of the Treasury 
should immediately be authorized to issue bonds 
in a sum suflicsent to replenish the Treasury, and 
place beyond any doubt the ability of the gov- 
ernment to meetits accruing liabilities without 
drawing further on the gold reserve. This is by 
far the speediest, safest, and wisest way of meot- 
ing the present emergency. In fact, from a con- 
servative financial point of view, it isthe only 
way. Anissue of $100,000,000 of gold-bearing 
bonds would not only give stability to the Treas- 
ury but would bring into circulation the millions 
now hoarded in the banks and eontribute ma- 
terially to the restoration of better times.

New York, Jan. 5.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

The cloud of uncertainty does not lift as 
yet. Strong confidence is expressed in nearly 
all markets that trade must improve with the 
new year, but it is yet too early to expect im- 
portant change, if really on the way. In the 
main the conditions continue unchanged. 
But the proposal of an income tax is not cal. 
culated to inspire: confidence, nor does it en- 
courage hope that uncertainty about revenue 
laws will be speedily terminated, 
| The condition of the Treasury excites less 
interest with the gold reserve lower than ever 
and the entire available reserve reduced to 
$90,000,000 than smaller losses caused when 
the free gold exceeded 5100, 000,000. Yet 
the deficit of $37,664,329 in the first half of 
the current fiscal year, the decrease of 880, 
744,948 in customs receipts for six months, 
and $10,654,191 in the internal revenue 
pointtoa la deficit for the year anda 
greater reduc ot Treasury balances than 
can be safely permitted. At the point of 
danger ia the large volume of paper circula- 
tion, with a parrow gold reserve, the proposal 
to issue fiftyjmillions more paper by means of 
coining silver builion held is not reassuring, 
and the Chamber of Commerce has earnestly 
urged an issue of short-time bonds, as 
recommended by the Secretary of the 
Treasury.

In this week’s issue will be found the re 
markable results of an inquiry regardi the 
extent of the decrease in various branches of 
business during the last half of 1893. 


Actual sales have been reported by 1,117 


houses or companies, ating $213,409,- 
626 this year, against $2 ,406,103 in the 
same months last year, a decrease of 29.7 
per cent. In textile manufactures the decrease 
is 41 per cent, over 37 in wools, 43 per cent 
in silks, and 87.1 per cent in cotton manu- 
factures, 29.2 per cent in hosiery, and 25.6 
in mixed textiles. In dry goods the sales de- 
creased only 19.2 per cent, stocks 2 gas 5 
held having been much reduced, 

the reported decrease. in sales of 
clothing is only 12.3 per cent, in 
hardware only 18.5 per cent, in boot 
and shoe manufacture the decrease is 
16.6 per cent, but in the retail trade only 
11.6 per cent. The decreasein furniture is 
27.2 per cent, in jewelry 24.8 per cent, and 
in sales of hats only 18.6 per cent, It is an 
interesting and encouraging fact that sales of 
groceries are slightly larger than last year, 
though a little less at the East and West, but 
greater at the South. The fact that in most 
branches the decrease appears smaller at the 
West than at the East and smaller at the 
South than at the West is one of the curious 
results of this novel investigation. Some ex- 
planations are suggested elsewhere.

It is,” she said, their absolute uncon- 
sciousness of their good fortune in being 
such. They take everything as a matter of 
course, and they don’t know that they ought 
to get down on their knees every hour and 
thank their American men for their liberty * 

When the American girl goes to Rome she 
never does quite as the Romans do, and in 
Paris, while compelled to admit the wisdom 
of European social customs—in Europe—she 
manages to capture the Frenchwoman’s hom- 
age and yet retain enough of her native-born 
freedom and independence to make her fran- 
tically envied by the young women of France. 
„Ah, you young American girls!” once ex- 
claimed the Empress Eugenie to a beautiful 
Washington belle ata court ball. You are 
doing more to ruin our poor France than all 
the Republicans! 

But custom is strong. and while Parisians 
have come to excuse the most daring viola- 
tions of the French social code with a shrug 
which means but she, you know, is an 
American; yet after all the French demoi- 
selle of fashion in the gayest capital of the 
world is the same as she was in the days of 
theempire. The political enfranchisement of 
the men has not brought with it much more 
of social liberty to the young woman. 

He who called Paris the paradise of wom- 
en told only half a truth. It is the para- 
dise of the American girl and of the married 
Parisienne, but not by any meansfor the 
French demoiselle. Between her and the 
American girl there is a great gulf fixed. 

The Young woman in France—and young 
woman means any woman unmarried and 
under the age of 24—is a baby in long 


resses. 

Not that she lacks the capabilities; far from 
it! There is no brighter young woman in the 
world than the French demoiselle if she be 
given haifa chance. The younger married 
women of Paris, who have hada clash with 
real life, show what the French demoiselle 
might be. They are the life of the salon. 
Their brilliancy, their wit, their savoir-faire 
make them admired the world over. No, it is 
not the fault of the woman! It is not the 
fault of the demoiselle that she is a baby in 
long skirts, but the fault of her mother. And 
here agrin, it is not the fault ot the mother, 
but of modern French society. 

Brought Up in Strict Retirement. 

Imagine, if you can, a girl brought up from 
the nurse’s arms in the strict retirement of a 
French family. This means much more strictly 
than in America, or even in England, for a 
Frenchman’s family life never opens to ad- 
mit a stranger guest. 

When she is a little girl perhaps she goes to 
school. Thisis only if her parents cannot 
afford to have her taught at home by private 
teachers. She is conducted to school by a 
servant or by her mother, and when the 
school is out find some one waiting at the 
door to bring her home, 

In school she sees only girls about her, for 
the sexes are kept widely apart in the public 
school system of France. There is no sitting 
side by side on the same benches, as do the 
boys and giris of tender age in Canada and 
the United States. To the little girl the boy 
of her own age is a strange, wild creature, not 
at all like herself, constituting a world of his 
own, and, because utterly unknown, a subject 
of her greatest curiosity. 

When.she grows a little older she is either 
taken home and put under the tutelage of her 
mother or perhaps put into a French convent, 
where, in strictest discipline and in utter 
seclusion save for the severe Sisters and 
weekly visits of her family, she passes the 
golden youth which nature intended to be 
spent in the sunshine and among the flowers. 


After School Days. 


When her schooling is over, and this is soon 
in France, for Frenchmen, like Martial, pre- 
fer their wives not overlearned,” she comes 
under the sway of that implacable guardian, 
the French maman. She has no will of her 
own. Her hats, gowns, even her shoes and 
gloves, are chosen for her, and her deport- 
ment is exactly specified in all things. She 
has no friends among married women and 
few among young women of her own age. 
Such intimacies are, in every case, watched 
over by the mother, and the daughter is rare- 
ly without her, even in her own house. 

It must be remembered that the Frenchman 
expects the nother of the girl he marries to 
be able to account for every hour of the girl’s 
life up to the day of her marriage. In this he 
is most rigorous, and a single appearance on 
the street without conventional accompani- 
ment might seriously prejudice any young 
girl’s prospect for marriage. And it is with 
the sole idea of marri¢ge that the French 
demoiselle comme il faut is brought up.

was recently unearthed in a subterranean

crypt of St. Fides’ Church in Schletistadt, 
Alsatia, which had been closed upand, in 
fact, forgotten for 100 years or more. St. 
Fides’ Church was built by members of the 
Hohenstaufen dynasty in the eleventh century. 
The crypt was originally intended as a b 
place for the Princes of that house. At 
beginning of the twelfth century the blac 
plague visited the town and the vaults were 
walled in, says the New York World. 
At the beginning of this century the stofie. 
and mortar were partly removed and a small 
opening made just big enough to allow a man 
to crawl through, bat the investigation led-to 
no discovery. 9 
The recent investigations were more thor- 
ough. Electric light: were introduced, end 
excavations were made under the direction of 
noted archzologists. It was then that a 
mummy, more beautiful than any now in the 
possession of the great museums and collec. 
tions, was discovered. Itlay in a grave which 
had once been filled by a wooden sacropha- 
gus, and its outlines had been perfectly pre- 
served by a coating of lime. 
This led to the belief that the corpse was 
that of a woman who died during the time of 
the black plague, for it was customary with 
the people of that period to cover the bodies 
of all victims of the terrible disease who in 
life belonged to the nobility with oxide of 
calcium. 
Only the forepart of the head and breast of 
the mummy could be removed in their entir- 
ety. the rest broke into many pieces and has 
not yet been restored. 
The face is that of a woman of about 35 
ears, beautiful and noble in outline. The 
ir was coiled on the back of the head. The 
corpse was originally clothed, aceording to 
the revelations of the quicklime, in a long 
linen shirt of wonderfully fine texture, a knit- 
ted jacket, and over this linen petticoats.
